National Gallery of Ireland, 
December 8 th, 1887. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 

The following is my Report for the year IS86. 

The Gallery was open to the public from the 1st of January till the 31st of December, 
with the exception of the month of October, during which it was closed for the usual 
general cleaning. 

The following is the number of persons who visited it during that time : — 

By free admission, ........ 74,779* 

By payment, ......... 1,629 

Students attendances, ........ 1,750 

*21,972 of these were Sunday visitors. 

'fhe number of new students admitted to copy was 39 — 34 ladies and 4 gentlemen 
The number of general catalogues sold was 361 ; do. of list of portraits, 48.

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The following pictures were lent to the Royal Academy at the request of the 
President and Council, to form part of the Annual Exhibition of Old Masters, &c. at 
Burlington House. They were sent in December, and safely returned and re-hung in 
the Gallery in the month of March : — 

1, The Supper of Emmaus. Attributed to Titian, No. 84 in the catalogue, which was insured for 

£ 1 , 000 . 

2. A Predella, containing seven separate subjects, a Pieta and six Saints. By Andrea del Sarto Nos. 

103 and 104 in the catalogue, which was insured for £500. 

The pictures by Dobson and Pietro Longhi were restored, and those by Terburg, 
Berohem, Flink, Kauffman, Vandyck, Vasari, Ward, cleaned and varnished. Those by 
Flink, Berchem, were re-framed and glazed, and the following were glazed — those by 
Dobson, Longhi, Terburg, Slingelandt, Sorgh, De Vadder, Vandyck, Kauffman. Cooper, 
and the portrait of the Earl of Essex, painter unknown. 

The pictures by Fra Angelico, Lely, copies by Teniers, and Miniatures by Comerford, 
were placed in glazed mahogany cases.
